Eoho de Paris declared yesterday that 
when he produced toe doerier at Rennes 
toe president of th© courtmartial asked 
him to show precise proof# of Dreyfus’ 
guilt. 
Then De Beaurepatre started a 
torrent of abuse cf th© prisoner and 
mode a movement to show bis oolleo- 
tloo of papers which were intended to 
blacken Dreyfus* character before the 
period of his arrest and condemnation. 
“Our instructions ©re explicit,” inter­ 
rupted the soldier judge. 
“Your matter 
is a new accusation, upon which we 
have no power to judge. 
The court of 
cassation decision restricts na exclusive­ 
ly to the bordereau. 
What have 
concerning the bordereau?" 
“Imagine my stupor,” complains De 
Beaux©pair© in his paper. 
“They did 
not want to examine papers bearing on 
the misconduct of Dreyfus’ past life. 
I 
think,” continue# the ex-magistXatc 
naively, “I might have got around toe 
colonel and president, bat the younger 
members of the court curtly interfered 
and wanted to keep me strictly to the 
bordereau. 
Seeing I would be com­ 
pletely disqualified, I preferred to fold 
my papers and depart ofter a 23*minutes’ 
interview. 
“I will publish the dossier and allow 
toe public to dee Id© the case. 
Their 
opinion may have some weight with the 
judges.” 
Judging from De Beaux©! mi re’s court 
responses the day of the Rennes inter­ 
view, the convocation was unsatisfac­ 
tory to De Beaarepaire. The treatment 
of the ex-magistrate br toe courtmartial 
takes an immense weight off toe minds 
of Dreyfus' lawyers, as It shows the ex­ 
act atittade of the judges and tho limita­ 
tion of the trial. 
“ We are not afraid of to© bordereau,” 
said Maitre Lahore 
“We can easily 
prove that it is not th© work of the pris­ 
oner. 
Th© path is cleared, and we owe 
a depth ai gratitude to Dc Bcaureyaire 
for this. It is Dreyfus' first victory, and 
it is hoped to foretell others. 
It is the 
beginning of what Zola calls toe debacle 
af the Dreyfus case. 
Every tm© now realize# that to* wind 
Is definitely turned In favor of the con­ 
demned mon, and rn rush is being mod© 
to get Into toe right boot.

John Albert, who ended his days at 
Walsenburg, Colo., had exciting ad 
ventures in every section west of the 
Mississippi.
